1. City shall amend its Zoning Ordinance to change the zoning 
classification to R-3 for all of the above described Real Estate. 


2. Owners covenant and agree that said Real Estate shall be and is 

subject to the following restriction: 

Said Real Estate as herein described shall never be 
used for multi-family dwellings. This covenant shall 
run with the land for the benefit and burden of the 
parties hereto and their heirs, devisees, legatees, 
grantees, successors and assigns and of persons occupy¬ 
ing or using said real estate under them and shall be 
enforceable by the CITY PLAN COMMISSION or the COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE or their successors. 


3. Owners hereby agree.to join in a Street Dedication granting 

and dedicating to the City of Fort Wayne and to the public a strip 

of land for street improvement purposes that will establish 50 feet 

of right-of-way South of the centerline of East State Boulevard 

and 50 feet of right-of-way West of the centerline of Reed Road.for a 
distance of 300 feet south from its intersection with the centerline of East State.
